WASHINGTON, Oct. 15—Henry Ford, working at feverish speed to 
tu rn a major part of hts vaat au tomobile empire into National Defense 
produ ction, was cau ght today between the National Labor Relations 
Board and the AFL ju st when he thou ght he had eliminated labor trou - 
Mes by signing a close©-si. 
p, check-off contract with the CIO. 
The labor board has ordered(eieetiona in 14 Ford feeder plants in 
— 
Michigan to determine whether 
the workers shall be represented 
by the AFL or CIO Au tomobile 
Workers Unions. These plants are 
inclu ded in the closed-shop con­ 
tract, and more important in the 
check-off agreement given to the 
CIO. 
So far. the labor board actu ally 
has certified only the CIO majori­ 
ties in the Lincoln and River 
Rou ge plants of Ford. Bu t Ford, 
in a startling move this spring 
after a CTO strike closed his 1,000 
acre main plant at River Rou ge, 
gave the CIO the contract cover­ 
ing all employes. 
Now not only does the AFL de­ 
mand contracts, bu t it is seeking 
restitu tion to AFL workers of all 
u nion du es taken from their pay 
checks and given to the CIO u n­ 
der the “checkoff" system. 
Su ch a step w’ou ld cost the Ford 
Company thou sands of dollars. If 
the AFL wins any of the elections 
la the feeder plants, the Ford 
Company will have to try to re­ 
negotiate its contract with the 
CTO, a step w’hich the CIO is cer­ 
tain to oppose.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Oct. 15 - 
Twenty-year-old Robert L. Gor­ 
don, Chicago travelling salesman, 
waa to be arraigned on a first de­ 
gree mu rder warrant today as 
Police Chief Ralph Chapman said 
Gordon confessed the torch killing 
of his friend and bu siness associ­ 
ate, George E. Eastman, 57, Chi­ 
cago. 
Eastman died in a Kalamazoo 
hospital from bu rns su ffered in a 
fire and explosion which swept 
the room he and Gordon shaled in 
a Kalamazoo rooming hou se. Chief 
Chapman said Gordon offered this 
confession: 
"We had qu arreled for some 
time, bu t Monday night we had a 
real fight. 
I began thinking how 
I cou ld get rid of him. 
I bou ght 
a five-gallon can fu ll of gasoline 
and hid it in the bathroom at the 
hou se, 
"Eastman had taken fou r or 
five pills and was sleeping sou nd­ 
ly. 
I pou red gasoline from the 
can into an open vessel and sat­ 
u rated the room, making three or 
fou r trips from the bathroom. The 
last time I whirled the dish over 
my head to fill the air with 
fu mes. 
“Then I slipped ou t of a win­ 
dow onto the u pstairs porch and 
standing ju st to one side of the 
window, I tossed a lighted match 
into the room. The explosion was 
more violent than I had cou nted 
on and I was almost blown from 
the porch,”

Later, it was Wiedemann and the mod­ 
erates who persuaded Hitler

dor Dieckhoff to tell his story. 
Rib b entrop never forgave W iedemann 
for this. Also his vaunting amb ition would 
permit no rival close .to Hitler. So, shortly 
thereafter, he got W iedemann transferred

The medical care of old people 
s a sub ject that from a scientific 
Sandpoint has b een greatly Rej­ 
ected. Of late, along with all the 
prob lems of old age that have b een 
thrust upon us b y our increasing 
aged population, it has received 
some recognition. 
Professor Pepper, of the depart­ 
ment of Medicine at the Univer- 
ity of Pennsylvania, has b eer a 
leader in this work. and devotes 
several clinics a year to b ring to 
the attention of medical students 
the intncac.es of gerontology, as 
the ^c.ence of old age is called. 


Peculiarities of Aged 


There are many pccuharit.es of 
disease in the aged. rom? of them 
well-reccgnued, others not so well­ 
known even to the otherwise ac­ 
complished physician. 
I ne changes in the circulatory 
-J stem, the ob literation of b lood 
vessels in the b ody apparent in the 
skin in the form of patriarchal 
pallor, are the primary cause of 
most of the disab ilities of age. In 
the b rain these changes lead to 
forgetfulness, sleepiness, garrul­ 
ity. ‘‘anecdotage,” as it has b een 
aptly called and, more serious, 
many mental ab errations. 
Peculiarities not so generally 
recognized are that old people are 
just the opposite of children in 
that they do not stand drugs well 
— particularly sedative drugs— 
and they do tolerate surgical op­ 


erations very well. Certain child­ 
ish diseases are very likely to a t­ 
tack the aged—whooping cough 
and appendicitis, for instance— 
and produce peculiar and distinct 
clinical pictures. 


“Add more life to the years.” 
There is great need for more 
knowledge of the physiology of 
old age. We need to know how to 
improve the hab its of old age 
That the ones we have are not 
always the b est hab its was ex­ 
pressed b y Lord Roseb erry: 
“ It is a b lack moment when the 
heralds proclaim the passing of 
the dead. and tho great officers 
b reak their staves. But it is sad­ 
der still when it is the victim s 
own voice that announces his de­ 
cadence, when it is the victim’s 
. own hand that b reaks the « taff in 
pub lic. I wonder if generations to 
come 
will understand the pity 
of it." 
Our deal must he. in the we-rd* 
of another Pennsylvania profes­ 
sor. Dr. George .Morris Piersol, 
to “ add more life to the years 
rather than more years to the 
J life.”

In the same cautious school with the 
Ambassador were Baron von Neurath, re­

because of his moderate views;

CZECH PUTSCH DELAYED

for this. 
Also his vaunting ambition xvould 
permit no rival close to Hitler. So, shortly 
thereafter, he got Wiedemann transferred 
to a distant and relatively unimportant 
German consulate in the U. S. A.

The medical care of old people 
s a subject th a t from a scientific 
S a n d p o in t has been greatly negl­ 
ected. Of late, along with a1! the 
problems of old age th a t have been 
th ru st upon us by o u r increasing 
aged population, it h a t received 
some recognition. 
Professor Pepper, of the d e p a rt­ 
ment of Medicine at the U niver­ 
sity of P ennsylvania, has been a 
leader in this work, and devotes 
several clinics a year to bring lo 
the attention of medical students 
the intricacies of gerontology, ss 
the »c:ence of old age is called. 


Peculiarities of Aged 


T here are m any peculiars! es of 
disease in the aged, some of them 
w eli-reccgmzed, others not so well­ 
known even to the otherwise ac­ 
complished physician. 
Toe changes in the circulatory 
system, the obliteration of blood 
vessels in the body ap p are n t in the 
skin in the form of p atriarchal 
pallor, are the prim ary cause of 
most of the disabilities of age. In 
the brain these changes lead to 
forgetfulness, sleepiness, g a rru l­ 
ity, “anecdotage.” as it has been 
aptly called and, more serious, 
many mental aberrations. 
Peculiarities not so generally 
recognized are th at old people are 
ju s t the opposite of children in 
th at they do not stand drug* well 
—particularly 
sedative d ru g s— 
and they do tolerate surgical op­ 


erations very well. C ertain child­ 
ish diseases are very likely to a t ­ 
tack the aged— whooping cough 
and appendicitis, fo r instance— 
and produce peculiar and distinct 
clinical pictures.

T here ii g re a t need for more 
knowledge of the physiology of 
old age. We need to know how to 
improve the habits of old age 
T hat the ones we have a re not 
alw ays the best habits was ex- 
pressed by Lord R o seb erry : 
“ It is a black moment when th* 
heralds proclaim the passing of 
the dead. and the g re a t officers 
break their staves. But it is sad­ 
der still when it is the victim s 
own voice th a t announces hi* de­ 
cadence, when it is the victim ’s 
own hand th a t break* the «taff in 
public.

Our ideal m ust be. in the words 
of another Pennsylvania pro fes­ 
sor.
